M. X. — Nationale: des groupes 
d'étudiants de tous les colléges du pays 
m'ont écrit pour exprimer le désir de 
perticiper 8 la formation de ce vaste 
front uni.

R. — Pensez-vous collaborer evec ies 


pour les objectifs qui n’entrent pes 
en contradiction avec nos idées. poli- 
tiques. économiques. qui se résument 
en deux mots: nationalisme noir. Je 
dois indiquer ici que j'ai été invité a 
perticiper & un meeting pour les droits 
civiques ov assistaient plusieurs de ces 
organisations. C’était & Chester: il y 
avait la Pa. Gloria Richardson, Landrey,. 
le chef de la Chicago School Boycott. 
il y avait aussi Dick Gregory et beau- 
coup d’autres encore: il y avait le Ro- 
chedale Movement. Dans mon dis- 
cours. je leur ai dit qu'ils devraient 
élargir le mouvement pour les droits 
civiques et en faire un mouvement pour 
les droits de "homme. de facon a I'in- 
ternationaliser. En tant que mouvement 
pour les droits civiques, toutes ces or- 
ganisations restent dans les limites de 
la politique intérieure nord-américaine, 
et aucune des nations indépendantes 
d'Afrique ne peut dire quoi que ce soit 
sur le probléme: mais si ce mouvement 
devenait un véritable mouvement pour 
les droits de homme en général, 
slors, ces nations pourraient porter le 
cas des Noirs eméricains devant les 
Nations-Unies, exactement comme le 
cas de l'Angola ou de l'Afrique du Sud. 
Si le mouvement pour les droits 
civiques était élargi dans cette pers- 
pective, nos fréres d’Afrique, nos fréres 
d‘Asie, nos fréres d'Amérique Latine 
pourraient inscrire le probleme noir & 
ordre du jour de l'Assembiée Géné- 
rale des Nations-Unies sans que |’Oncle 
Sam puisse y trouver quoi que ce soit 
é redire.

M. X. — Nous collaborerons avec 
tous ceux qui veulent réellement faire 
cesser les injustices dont les Noirs sont 
victimes dans le pays de l'Oncle Sam. 

R.— A votre avis. quelies sont les 
perspectives du mouvement pour les 
droits civiques ? 

M. X. — Il a donné tout ce qu'il pou- 
vait donner. ll est au bout du rouleau. 

R. — Certains dirigeants de sections 
locales des droits civiques ont dit que 
votre appui serait pour eux une aide 
précieuse, et d'autres dirigeants, sur le 
plan national, ont affirmé qu’ils 
n’accepteraient aucune collaboration.

M. X. — Les dirigeants locaux se 
trouvent d'ordinaire plongés en pleine 
réalité. lis voient les choses beaucoup 
plus ciairement, et iis comprennent 
que la collaboration des groupes est 
nécessaire pour résoudre le probiéme:

R. — Quelle sttitude sdoptez-vous 
vis--vis des groupes chrétiens et ghan- 
distes ? 

M. X. — Chrétiens. Ghandistes? 
Toutes ces histoires de non-violence et 
de tendre l'autre joue, ce n’est pas pour 
nous. Je ne vois vraiment pas commerit 
une révolution... Je n‘ai jamais entendu 
perier d'une révolution non-violente, ou 
d'une révolution qui ait réussi en ten- 
dent l'autre jove: cest pour cele que 
je crois que Cc est un crime que de con- 
seiller & queiqu’un qu'on est en train de 
brutaliser, de supporter la violence 
qu'on lui fait sans rien faire pour se 
défendre.

X. — Il est inutile que nous nous 
opposions & lintégration. car les inté- 
grationnistes blancs s‘en chargent eux- 
mémes. La preuve. c'est que partout 
ou les Blancs sont pour. elle n‘existe 
pas. L'intégration, elle nexiste nulle 
pert. Quant au mariage mixte, nous 
sommes contre. comme nous sommes 
contre toutes les autres injustices dont 
notre peuple est victime. 

R. — Queis sont les différents points 
que comporte votre programme de

M.C. — li serait plus juste de dire 
indépendance, que séparation. Ce mot 
de séparation ne veut plus dire grand 
chose. Les treize colonies se sont sé- 
perées de l'Angleterre, mais elles ont 
feit la Déclaration d'indépendance: 
olies n‘ont-pas appelé ca la Déciaration 
de Séperstion, elles l'ont appelé ia 
Décleration d'indépendance.° Quand 
vous étes indépendant de queiqu‘un.

R. — Quel est votre programme pour 
obtenir lindépendance ? 

M.X. — Quand Irhomme noir de ce 
pays se réveillera. quand il deviendra 
adulte intellectuellement et quand il 
sera capable de penser par lui-méme. 
vous verrez qu'il ne pourra devenir 
indépendant et étre traité comme un 
étre humain par les autres étres hu- 
mains. que sil posséde les mémes 
choses qu eux et que s'il fait les mémes 
choses qu'eux.

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to haye 
been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States.- 
Members following MUHAMMAD's teaching and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to 
as "white devils,” in the United States; and that the white 
race, because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must 
and will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon."

FRUIT OF ISLAM (FOI) 


On May 2, 1962, a source advised that Fruit of Islam 
(FOI) is a group within the Nation of Islam (NOI) composed of 
male members of the NOI. The purpose of the FOI is to protect 
officials and property of the NOI, assure compliance of members 
with NOI teachings and to prepare for the "War of Armageddon." 
Members of the FOI are required to participate in military drill 
and are afforded the opportunity to engage in judo training. The 
FOI is governed by a military system wherein the members are 


controlled by general orders similar to those issued by regular 
military organizations.
